Tho Sago of T iskilw a Passes Away Atter 
an Illness of Three Years. 
T isk ilw a, HL, HL, Oct. l l . —Ex-State 
Senator Lorenzo Dow W hiting died at his 
homo in this place Thursday. 
He had 
been failing in hoalth for two or three 
years, his trouble being consumption of 
the blood. 
Senator W hiting was a promi 
nent figuro in Illinois politics for noarly 
forty years. 
He was the trusted lieutenant 
of Owen Lovejoy, the famous free Boiler, 
and when Lincoln made his first race for 
the presidency Mr. W hiting was ono of his 
ablest counselors. 
He drafted tho con­ 
stitution of tho first Republican platform 
adopted 
in 
Bureau 
county 
and 
he 
was 
e’octed 
to 
tho 
Legislature 
of 
18G9 
and 
the 
constitutional 
convention 
of 
loTO, 
and 
fol’ow6d 
these w ith three terms, or twelve years, 
in the State Senate. 
Ho was an anti­ 
monopolist Republican during the entire 
period of his public career, but supported 
Cleveland through his tariff reform ten­ 
dencies in the last election. 
It was he who 
nominated John A. Logan for the United 
States Senate the first time. 
He was 
originally a free Boiler, and in 1848 he 
supported Van Buren. 
In 1852 he joined 
Pierce s standard, and two years later ho 
carried the anti-Nebraska party into the 
Republican party. 
He was a warm ad­ 
m irer of ex-President Cleveland's adm in­ 
istration, and once he said that Mr. Cleve­ 
land’s position on the tariff raised Lim 
above partisanship.

There are but three countries wh^re 
cork can be successfully cultivated, 
namely, Spain, Portugal, and 
the 
north of Africa. 
The cork oak does 
not attain a great size, usually being 
only from twenty to forty feet in height. 
The cork is of very slow growth, and 
the trees are from twenty-five to thirty 
years old before the first bark can be 
removed. 
Tly^ bark is called “virgin 
cork,” and it % used in ferneries, con­ 
servatories, and for ornamental work 
in gardens. 
This outer bark has to be 
removed carefully, so as not to injure 
the inner layer of spongy tissues which 
will produce the white bark out of 
which bottle corks are made. 
The 
second bark takes from eight to ten 
years to mature in Portugal, and two 
or three years longer in Spain and 
Algeria. 
The season for gathering the 
bark is from May to September. 
The 
bark is cut in a circle around the trunk 
or limb, and longitudinal incisions tfre 
made to the desired depth with a cir­ 
cular knife having two handles. 
The 
bark is then loosened, stripped off, 
and afterwards gathered into heaps 
and taken to the factories, where it is 
soaked in water, scraped, boiled for a 
few moments in cauldrons, and then 
dried and pressed into a flat shape. 
Healthy trees will usually continue to 
yield bark for from one hundred to one 
hundred and fifty years. 
The process 
of peeling the trees is repeated at in­ 
tervals of from six to eight years.

as far as the ordinance of 1787, the con­ 
stitution, and many laws of the state can 
make it so, is incontrovertible, and thi9 
court is bound to take judicial knowl­ 
edge that it is ie navigable stream and 
public river of this state; and that it is 
unlawful to obstruct it there can be no 
question.” 
The case will be carried up to the 
higher courts without a doubt.

the other as a condenser, being four feet 
in diameter and twenty feet in bight. 
The internal arrangements cf these are 
qni’e complicated, and would req abe a 
professor in chemistry to intelligently 
explain their parts. 
Several smaller 
boiler iron tanks or reservoirs ere also 
found in this building, all connected 
with the cupolas, washer, condenser, 
pumps, and boilers by a labyrinth of 
piping which would puzzle a novice to 
trace. A large duplex pump for forcing 
gas to tbo purifying room,a fire pump 
having the capacity of an ordinary cleam 
fire engine,en oil pomp, and a little five 
horse power engine used to operate a fan 
or blower, which can be need for forcing 
the files in either cf the cupolas cr un­ 
der the boilers. There is considerable 
other machinery in this room used in 
connection with the whole. 
In the purifying room is located two 
purifying boxes* 10x12 feet by four feet 
deep, through which Blithe gas passes to 
be purified. Throe boxes are I smiled by 
means of a hydraulic lift, attached to tbe 
city water works. 
A new gas meter takes the place of tbe 
old one being seven feet in diameter, and 
having a capacity of 175,000 feet per day 
In the meter room is located an improv­ 
ed Connelly automatic governor, a con­ 
trivance which regulates and governs 
the gas pressure on the street mains. 
New piping and a complete system cl 
valves and gcvernois have been put in 
connecting each of the two systems of 
gas manufacture, much of which is very 
delicate and expensive. 
At a eafe distance from tbo main 
buildings on tbe northwest, an oil bouse 
bas been built, containing two large 
wroughtiron oil tanfcp, having a capacity 
of 6,500 gallons each. These are connected 
with piping, and eg arranged that by 
means cf pipes tbe oil is unloaded or 
drawn from tbe car-tanks at tbe switch 
directly into tbeee reservoirs, without 
tbe aid of pumps. 
While Mr. Harry Merrill, foreman of 
the Gas Works, bas given bis peronal at­ 
tention to tbe bmldiDg of this plant, Mr. 
O. D. Danniels, of Chicagoan expert, 
representing Tbe National Gas Light 
and Fuel Company of Chicago, who have 
had the contract to put in much of tbe 
chemical apparatus, and Mr. Geo. Parry. 
of Fort Wayns, Iud , representing the 
Kerr Murray Manufacturing Co, build­ 
ers of the boilers and other machinery, 
have superintend id the placing of their 
parts of Inc apparatus, the whole work 
being completed in the most thorough 
and satisfactory manner. 
The mannfactcre of what is now com­ 
monly known as water gas has been ad­ 
vocated for years, but only within the 
last fifteen years bas ic been a commer­ 
cial success. Water gas ie generally ob­ 
tained by tbe decomposition cf water or 
steam in contact with incandescent car­ 
bon. The [first chemical reaction ob­ 
tained is tbe formation of carbonic acid 
and the liberation cf hydrogen, two atoms 
of cxygen.frcm the water going to one 
atom of carbon to form carbonic acid, 
and four atoms of hydrogen being set 
free. This will not form an illumina­ 
tion, but by tbe further process, that of 
introducing into tlifa gas some of the 
bydrccaibons in gaseous form. This is 
obtained from petroleum or some of its 
products, and by tbe use of the shemical 
apparatus suoh as that just plaoed in posi­ 
tion at the gas works, crude Lima petro­ 
leum is made ta answer, ao J thus ill im- 
inatinggasis made from oil and water. By

IO .—Tbe Bap­ 
tist state convention adjourned to-nigbt. 
Tbe most important step taken by tbe 
convention was tbat in reference to tbe 
missionary policy. Tbe American Baptist 
Home Missionary Society bad asked the 
Wisconsin Baptist convention to sa mod­ 
ify tbe articles of co-operation between 
the bodies that in addition to tbe regular 
annual Home and State Mission contri­ 
bution, a? provided 'or now and taken 
for us in Wisconsin, there shall be a se­ 
cond and distinct contribution taken by 
the Wisconsin Baptist churches for the 
American society’s general work outside 
the state* The board of managers rec­ 
ommended compliance with the request 
sud tbe sense of tbe convention was ex • 
pressed in favor of so doing. Tbe defi­ 
ciency shown in tbe treasurer’s report of 
yesterday was reported as fully provided 
for. The Rev. Mr. Learned, of Beaver 
Dam, presented the report of tbe com­ 
mittee on the American Publication Ho­ 
mely. Tne society’s asse ta are n^w 889,- 
00C and it bas 128 missionaries. More 
work on its behalf must be done by Wis­ 
consin. Tbe Rev. O. P. Bestore, of Be­ 
loit, presented a report en foreign mis­ 
sions . Tbe past year 5,400 heathen have 
been baptized, 5,000 in nominally chria- 
tian lands, while both the contributions 
of tbe churches ami tbe Woman’s So­ 
ciety in Wisconsin have fallen off. Wis­ 
consin Baptists are not the worst sinnerr, 
and other states are in onr rear.

R ev.T. G. Field, district secretary of 
the Missionary Union for the District i*
